HE Red Army has gone over to 
the offensive on two more 
fronts, according to Berlin 
reports—at Kherson Port (mouth of 
the Dmeper) and Mogilev (in White 
Russia). 

Mogilev is one of the bastions of 
the German ‘Fatherland line” in 
White Russia, lying midway between 
Gomel and Vitebsk. 

Colonel Von Hammer, Military 
Correspondent of the German News 
Agency, said last night that Soviet 
attacks continued with undiminished 
force against the Kherson bridge- 
head, but were repelled by. massed 
German artillery fire; and, that west 
of Kricher (S.E. of Mogilev) the 
Soviets, ' using flame-throwers, 
succeeded in penetrating the German 
lines, but that these had been 
restored.

Arawe lies about forty miles from 
the Huon Peninsula, in New Guinea, 
which is separated from New Britain 
by the Vitiaz Straits. Eighty-two 
miles to the east is Gasmata, and 
250 miles S.E. 1s Rabaul, two of the 
main strongholds occupied by the 
Japanese early in 1942. 
he new landings represent one of 
the most important meves yet made 
towards the re-capture of Rabaul. 
The American troops went ashore 
in landin craft, followin a 
dawn naval bombardment, and the 
Japanese were completely surprised, 
Reuter reports. Quickly overcoming 
moderate opposition, the Americans 
had captured about three miles of 
the peninsula within a few hours. 
The landings came as the climax 
to a record-breaking assault by Allied 
bombers, which dumped 356 tons oi 
bombs on Arawe in a seven-hour raid 
ou Tuesday.

DAIL ALLOWANCES 


TO .REMAIN 


FREE 


OF INCOME TAX 


FTER a debate which was marked by some heated exchanges, 
a motion by. Clann na Talmhan, that deputies’ allowances 
should be subject to the income tax code, was defeated in the Dail 


last night by 81 votes to 28. 


Mr. DE VALERA said that the 
whole question of whether public 
representatives should receive any 
ayment from public funds, whether 
by way of salary or allowances, was 
a very important one. If no con- 
tribution was made, only the well- 
to-do could take part in the ars gh 
assembly. Such a rule would be 
fundamentally undemocratic. They 
would agree that it should be finan- 
cially possible for any person to be 
elected a deputy. All would agree 
that the amount allowed to deputies 
should enable them to be indepen- 
dent and self-respecting in every 
wdy. The amount should not be so 
large as to make the pgsition attrac- 
tive financially as a career. 

If the allowances were regarded 
as too high, there should be a 
motion for a reduction. If it 
was thought that all sections of 
the community could not be repre- 
sented by having allowances which 
were cut to the bone, a motion 
should be brought in for salaries 
In his view, the amount given was 
an allowance, and if it was Tre- 
garded as being too high, there 
should be a motion for its reduc- 
tion, 


A MISTAKE 


There were some hundreds of 
higher executive officers with a 
salary of £600. They were ser- 
vants of the State with fixity of 
office. If the allowance to depu- 
ties were regarded as a salary free 
of tax it would amount te ahout 
£600 


‘*I once made a very big mistake 
in this connection,” Mr. de Valera 
said. ‘‘We came in here and 
accepted lower salaries from 195] 
to 1937. I thought we conid simi- 
larly cut down the scales in the 
Civil Service, but I found my mus- 
take. I found that the civil ser- 
vants had certain rights which 
enabled them to leave the service. 
I said, ‘Let them go,’ but I dis- 
covered that we were going to lose 
some of our most experienced public 
servants, and doing an injustice tw 
a number of men.’ 

Mr. DE VALERA said that his 
party had accepted reduced salaries 
up to 1937, but by that time he was 
satisfied from experience that it 
was not in the best interests of the 
country that that should continue, 
and they had to revert back to the 
old scales. They felt that Minis- 
ters should occupy a position of in 
dependence and freedom from debt 
which could not have been done un. 
less they reverted to the previous 
scales. A commission which had 
been set up to examine the matter 
recommended even higher salaries 
than the ones that had been 
accepted. 


THE MINISTERS 


“- As far as I am concerned,” said 
Mr. DE VALERA, “I believe I 
live as simply as most people. 
A number of the expenses of the 
average person are not applicable, 
because I do not smoke or drink or 
entertain. I do not believe that the 
person who succeeds mo on the pre- 
sent salary will be able to do better 
than I could do, and 1 assure vou 
I am not going to be a rich man as 
long as I am in office, If the people 
who come after me want to have the 
work properly done I would say you 
shane not lower the salary of the 
head of the Government, and I 
would say that the salaries oí the 
Ministers are not sufficient.”’ 

Expressing the view that the cá 
sent allowances were reasonable, 
enabled a decent standard of living, 
and were not extravagant, he said 
that no hint of corruption had been 
made, and those “who did speak 
loosely about ' corruption should 


i 


come forward and make definite 
charges. He knew that the income 
tax paid by Ministers was a “ouple 
of hundred pounds, and in his own 
case—and he paid only on earnings 
from the State—he paid between 
£500 and £600. 


HARD TO LIVE 


Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour) said 
that the majority of the members 
in the Labour Party had no other 
means than the allowance, afid they 
found it very difficult to keep them- 
selves and their families in a re- 
egg position on the amount 
they received. 

Mr. M. O’CLEARY (F.F.) ‘said 
that Deputy Cafferky should be care- 
ful when he talked about corruption 
and unprincipled people. Deputy 
Cafferky, he said, had been fined £50 
in the District Court in connection 
with the running of a dance in 
respect of which entertainment tax 
had not been paid. 

Mr. CAFFERKY—I was fined £25 
gs secretary of a hall in. which a 
dance was held, in respect of enter- 
tainment tax which had not been 
paid, although at the time I was fifty 
miles away. . 

Mr. O’CLEARY said that the 
farmers in the country would not be 
grateful to the Farmers’ Party if 
the motion were accepted, because it 
would have the effect of getting the 
income tax inspectors to inquire into 
the profits on farming. 

Mr. J. M. DILLON (Ind.) said 
that Deputy Cafferky had been 
sprayed with filth and dirt by 
|\Deputy O’Cleary. He was not the 
only deputy who had that experience. 
The Taoiseach himself rarely in- 
dulged in personal abuse, but he 
always had at hand a few blood- 
hounds—who were willing to get up 
and pour forth filth. 

Mr. DE VALERA—That isa nice 
sSapeciien. I did not even ho 
that the uty was going to speak. 

Mr. DILLON said that the fact 
remained that theugh the Taoiseach 


himself there. were always a few 
warriors on the back bench to get 
up and do it. 

Continuing, Mr. Dillon said there 
lwas a very good case to be made for 
the motion if the allowance was, in 
fact, a salary. He did not agree 
that it was. Personally his member- 
ship of the House cost him money, 
and he was sure that the same 
applied to every deputy who carried 
out his duties conscientiously. 

Replying. to the debate, Mr. 
DONNELLAN said that it was his 
view, and the view of the people he 
had the honour to represent, that 
if there was no income tax paid on 
the £480 allowance, then they had 
set themselves up as a privileged 
class, and they would shake the very 
foundations of the State by doing so. 
It was not for propaganda reasons 
that he introduced the motion. 

Sir JOHN ESMONDE withdrew 
his amendment. 

On a division, the motion was 
defeated by 81 votes to 28. 

The Dail adjourned until February 
16 next.

On the Adriatic front, Marshal 
Kesselring’s last serviceable lateral 
supply road before Pescara has been 
cut at three places, and Allied 
troops are less than two mils from 
the port of Ortona. 

Men of the Eighth Army are 
fighting their way forward with 
canvas sacking tied round their 
heots to prevent them sinking into 
the mud. 

The fall of Ortona seems near, 
states Reuter’s special correspon- 
dent... Virtually isolated from the 
south-east by the cutting of the 
road to Orsogna, it is threatened by 
Canadian spearheads bgp 
from the ‘captured village o 
Berardi. 

Bari Radio said last night that 
Ortona is burning fiercely, and its 
fall is imminent, 

American troops in the west have 
the advantage of improved weather.

Deficits 

The deficits of hospitals participat- 
ing in the Irish Sweepstake scheme 
increased from £54,868 in 1935 to 
£211,103 in 194l—an increase oí 
£156,235. 

These figures are given in the fifth 
general report of the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission, which has just been pub- 
lished, and which covers the years 
1939, 1940, and 1941. It is clear 
from the figures given, says the re- 
port, that the hospital authorities 
did not give that full co-operation 
which might be expected from them 
im the vital matter of decreasing 
their deficits. ‘‘It would seem that 
little progress can be made in this 
matter unless full co-operation exists 
between the various hospitals them- 
selves (by frequent discussions, com- 
parisons, etc.) and between the hos- 
pitals and the Minister. Some hospi- 
tals still adopt what may be called 
the ‘defensive attitude’ when atten- 
tion is called to waste or abnormal 
expenditure,” , 
The report states that hospital 
development in the years covered by 
the review was affected by the feel- 
ing of insecurity created by the war 
situation and by the direct effect on 
the yield of the Sweepstakes of 
the subsequent outbreak of war. 
Nevertheless, legislation was initiated 
for the creation of the Dublin 
Hospitals’ Bureau and fer the re- 
organisation of the Richmond 


Hospital, '
